GENERAL STRIKE IS 


Government’s Alleged Mast­ 
ery of Situation Appears 
Precarious 


BERLIN, March 7. (5 p. rn.)—The 
American mission is entrenched 
in 
the Adion hotel behind a battery of 
machine fans this afternoon while 
fighting between rebels and German 
government troops continued in the 
streets. 
At this hoar the Spartacans had 
thrown up barricades

yards of silt to be removed in the 
17,0<*0-foot channel from Newport to 
the mouth of the harbor, so that when

591,332 
cubic yards of silt will have been re­ 
moved from the channel, which is 125 
feet wide and ten feet deep at 
low 
tide. 
In addition 50,000 cubic yards will 
be taken from a channel now being

MANDATORIES.’ 


The term “mandatory," so conspic­ 
uous in the League of Nations consti­ 
tution, is a novelty so far as the or­ 
dinary citizen is concerned. 
But the 
thing it stands for is not new. 
The 
United States has long been acting as 
a mandatory without anybody ever 
suspecting it. 
As used by the Paris peace confer­ 
ence, the word means a protectorate 
established over a weak nation by a 
strong one, tinder international au­ 
thority. 
Thus British South Africa 
may be given a "mandate" to govern 
German Southwest Africa; Japan may 
be made mandatory for the Marshall 
Islands; the United States a manda­ 
tory for Mexico and Armenia. 
The only new element in this man­ 
datory business is the formal sanction 
of an international federation. 
Once 
the meaning Is made clear, it becomes 
evident that the United States 
has 
been acting as a mandatory for Cuba 
ever since the Spanish-American war. 
The mandate is none the less effective 
becense we gave it to ourselves, with 
the paaeive acquiescence of the other 
powers, instead of accepting it from 
their hands. 
W e are acting as a mandatory for 
Nicaragua and Santo Doming*, with­ 
out even so much legal sanction as 
th* formal treaty we made with Cuba. 
WB have stepped in likewise to restore 
and law in various other Lstin- 


A new primary bill, drawn 
up 
by 
th? “Commercial Federation of Cali­ 
fornia”—which seems to be some sort 
of a Los Angeles Tooley street—would 
provide for a restoration of the con­ 
vention system 
to 
California,

some unique features. 
There would be county, state 
and 
non-partisan nominating conventions: 
the local conventions to 
be 
elected 
one delegate to a precinct, and the 
state conventions elected by the local 
conventions. 
The non-partisan

ventions would be required to nomi­ 
nate two candidates for 
each 
non­ 
partisan office, even in those cases 
where there is no serious contest and 
practically everybody favors the re­ 
election of a satisfactory incumbent. 
The nominees of the

tions, for the partisan offices, would 
be the party nominees, but other can­ 
didates might run as independents, by 
petition. 
So far, this is little beyond a slight­ 
ly better regulated copy of the 0I4I 
system. 
The unique 
feature,

ever, is that these delegates to con­ 
ventions shall vote, not openly, but by 
secret ballot. 
This, of course, reverses the whole 
principle 
of 
representative 
govern­ 
ment. It is, to be sure, proper that the 
ballot of the individual citizen, at the 
polls, shall be secret. 
His vote is his 
ow'n. and he is accountable to no one 
for it. 
He is entitled to cast it 
coerced, 
uninfluenced 
and 
unques 
tioned. But it is quite otherwise 
the vote of the clef ted delegate. His 
vote is not his own. 
It belongs 
to 
those who have chosen him as their 
representative. 
He is responsible 
to 
them for if, and he should cast it 
openly, in their sight and in the sight 
of all men. Anything else merely sub­ 
stitutes secret intrigue 
for 
popular 
government. 
Of course the bill will not pass, and 
if passed it would be vetoed. 
The 
people would veto it by referendum, 
even if it were conceivable that the 
governor, in some delirium, m ight sign 
it.

warned that there is an organization

INCOME TAX 
BEFORE MAR. 15 


ll. S. Internal Revenue Bureau 
Gives Warning That Severe 
Penalties Will Be Enforced. * 


WOMEN WITHIN LAW’S SCOPE; 
HOW THEY REPORT INCOME 


The Income Tax drive comes to a 
close on Saturday night, March 15. 
All payments and returns due on that 
date under the provisions of the new 
Revenue Law roust be in the hands of 
local Internal Revenue Collectors be­ 
fore their offices close that night. 
The Income Tax Is being collected to 
meet the w ar-expenses. Every perron 
who shouted and tooted his horn on 
Armistice Day is now calico upon ta 
contribute his share of the cost of win­ 
ning the war. 
Tile laggards and the dodgers will 
face severe fines and jail sentences. 
The Internal Revenue Bureau an­ 
nounces that its officers will check us 
all up to see that every person who 
comes within the scope of the Income 
Tax law did his share. 


Where to Pay and Flit. 
Residents of California are required 
to make their returns and pay their 
taxes to Justus W ard ell, San Fran­ 
cisco, or to John P. Carter, Los An­ 
geles, Collectors of Internal Revenue, 
who are now doing free advisory work 
on Income Tax. 
Paym ents sent by mall should be a t­ 
tached to the returns and should be in 
the form of cheek, money order or 
draft. Cash payments by mail are sent 
at the taxpayer’# risk of loss. 
If you are unable to make your re­ 
turn personally because of Illness, ab­ 
sence or incapacity, an agent or legal 
representative may make your return. 
lf there are any doubtful points as to 
your items of income or allowable de­ 
ductions, you should get in touch at 
once with a Revenue officer or a bank­ 
er for advice. 


Women Pay Tax. 
Women are subject to all the require­ 
m ents of the Income Tax. 
W hether 
single or m arried, a woman’s Income 
from all source* m ust be considered. 
If unmarried, or lf living apart from 
her husband, she m ust make her re­ 
turn for 1918 if her net income was 
$1,000 or over. 
If married and living with her hus­ 
band, ber income most be considered 
with the husband’s In determining the 
liability for a return. 
Their joint in­ 
come. less the credits allowed by law, 
is subject to normal tar. 
The wife’s 
net income Is considered separately in 
computing any surtax that may be due. 
Husband and wife fife jointly, as a 
rule. If the husband does not include 
his wife’s income In his return, the 
wife must file a separate return. 
8evere Penalties, 
The new Revenue Law places severe 
penalties on a person who falls to 
make return on time, refuses to make 
return or renders a fraudulent return. 
F o r/a llu re to make return and pay tax 
on (Ame a fine of not more than $1,000 
Is named, and 25 per cent of the tax 
due is added to the assessment. 
For 
refusing wilfully to m ake return, or 
for making a fal^e or fraudulent re­ 
turn there Is a line of not exceeding 
$10,000 and imprisonment of not ex­ 
ceeding one year, or both. 
Farmers' Income Taxable. 
Every farm er and ranchm an who 
had a fair'o r a good year in 1918 must 
heed the Income Tax this year. 
He 
must consider all his income as tax­ 
able. 
He is entitled to deduct from 
bls gross income all am ounts expended 
In carrying on his farm. 
The cost of 
farm machinery, farm buildings and 
Improvements 
cannot 
be 
deducted. 
The cost of live stock, either for re­ 
sult) or for breeding purposes, la also 
regarded as investment. 
Overtime and Bonuses Taxed. 
Salary and wage earners must con­ 
sider as taxable every item received 
from 
employ eers 
and 
from 
other 
sources. 
Bonuses and overtime pay 
are to be reported, as well bs the regu­ 
lar payments. 
Allowances for Losses. 
Losses sustained In 1918 and not cov­ 
ered by Insurance are deductible Items 
lf incurred In the taxpayer’s business 
or trade, in any transaction under­ 
taken for profit, or arising from fire, 
storm, shipwreck or other casualty, or 
from theft.
